Src. 10. Whenever it shall be deemed necessary, in the construc- 
tion of said road, to intersect or cross any other road, street or highway, 
lying across the route of said plank road, it shall be lawful for said com- 
pany to construct their said road upon or across the same; but said 
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company in so doing, shall muke, place and keep such road or highway 
thus intersected and used, in such condition as not to impair its former 
usefulness. 


Sec. 11. Said company shall have power to place one toll gate upon 
said road so soon as said road shall have been completed and built in a

Sec. 13. That in case of any default or failure to pay the debts or 
liabilities contracted by said company, each and every stockholder iu 
said company, shall be individually liable for the payment of any such

the,same: provided further, that in case the stock of said company shal] 
depreciate in value, then and in that case the stockholders of said com- 
pany shall be individually liable for the payment of such debt or lia- 
bility. :
